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The Church--Chosen, Redecined and Sealed

Lesson text: “ .... He hath chosen 
us in him before the foundation of the 
world .... In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins .... After that ye believed, ye 
were sealed with that Holy Spirit of 
promise .... Which is the earnest of 
our inheritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession,” Eph. 11:14. 


We have a picture of the Church of 
God in this first chapter of Ephesians, as 
chosen of God before the foundation of 
the world, redeemed through the precious 
blood of Jesus, sealed by God with the 
Holy Spirit, the earnest of an inheritance, 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and _ that 
fadeth not away. 


In the fourth verse we have the Church 
chosen of God from before the founda- 
tion of the world. That statement stag- 
gers human intelligence. Before God 
created the heavens and the earth (Gen. 
1:1, 2); before God created man and 
placed him in the Garden of Eden (Gen. 
2:7-8), He chose the Church in Christ, 
tq be a chosen generation, a royal priest- 
hood, a holy nation, a peculiar people (a 
treasured people), called from darkness 
into His marvelous light. 1 Pet. 2:9. 


“Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ to 
Himself.” 5th verse. Many have asked the 
question, “Did God create man fore- 
knowing that he would sin and plunge 
the human race into moral chaos and 
death?” Incomprehensible as the answer 
may seem, before the Creator laid the 
foundations of earth and before the morn- 
ing star began to shine, He knew that 
Adam would sell out to Satan through 
sin. Please do not think for one moment 
that God predestinated some people for 
heaven and some for hell. For Him to do 
so would be to violate the justice and holi- 
ness of His character. While God fore- 
knew of man’s downfall, yet He predes- 
tinated that the sinner should be the ob- 
ject of His tender mercy and grace (that 
whosoever believeth in His Son, © slain 
from the foundation of the world, should 
not perish but have everlasting life) John 
3:16; Rev. 13:8. 


We have a wonderful picture of this 
truth in the Garden of Eden. In the cool 
of the day, at sunset, God would descend 
from heaven and commune with Adam. 
What glorious seasons of fellowship! 
What moments of joy! as they walked 
and talked together. 

Then one day the birds hushed their 
song, the angels bowed their heads in 
sorrow as God, walking among the trees 
of the garden, called, “Adam! Adam! 
where art thou?” Sin had entered in and 
marred that sweet fellowship and rela- 
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tionship between God and man. Gen. 3: 
8. 
You would think that Adam _ would 
have crawled on his hands and knees to 
find and ask God’s forgiveness, but no, 
he hid himself from the presence of his 
Maker. Instead, it is God seeking the fal- 
len. What love so divine! Grace so amaz- 
ing! What condescension! God seeking 
the sinner. That has always been the case 
throughout the ages. 

Jesus gave us a touching illustration 
of this divine truth in His parable of 
“The Lost Sheep.” The Shepherd leaves 
the “ninety and nine” in the fold and 
goes out into the dark, dreary night, over 
the barren hills of sin and shame, through 
the valleys of despair to find “the lost 
sheep,” not resting until He finds the 
one that went astray and brings it back 
safely to the fold. Jesus said, “For the 
Son of man is come to seek and save that 
which was lost.” Luke 19:10. 


The Church is not only chosen from 
before the foundation of the world, but 
also redeemed through Calvary, receiving 
the forgiveness of sins according to the 
riches of His grace (7th verse). 


The word “redemption” implies origi- 
nal ownership, and also ownership 
through purchase. Adam broke off rela- 
tionship with God when he sinned, and 
through him sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin, and so death passed 
upon all men, for all have sinned. Thus 
man, through disobedience, sold out to 
Satan and became his slave. Rom. 5:12; 
7:14. Therefore Satan has a legal claim 
on mankind. Jesus said, “ .... Who- 
soever committeth sin is the servant of 
sin. . . Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lust of your father ye will do. He 


was a murderer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth, because there is no 
truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own; for he is a liar, and 
the father of it.” John 8:34-44, 

God told Adam and Eve not to do a 
certain thing, adding, “In the day you 
disobey, you shall surely die.” But Satan 
lied to them, saying, “Ye shall not sure- 
ly die.” They disobeyed God and were 
banished from Paradise, alienated and 
severed from God. That is death. Physi- 
cal death followed, to be sure, but separa- 
tion from God was the point of emphasis 
when God said, “In the day thou sinnest 
thou shalt surely die.” 

But love found a way to redeem and 
reconcile the estranged sinners of this 
world. Oh! mystery of mysteries, the Son 
of God, born of the virgin, conceived by 
the Holy Ghost, thus uniting both His 
human nature and divine. Therefore, Je- 
sus was manifested that He might destroy 
the works of the devil, and put away sin 
by the sacrifice of Himself on the cross 
of Calvary. The devil is a murderer, he 
is a liar and the father of lies. In a word, 
he is the Lawless One. Sin is the trangres- 
sion of God’s law. Sin is a foul disease. Sin 
is murder, lying, lust, dishonesty and a 
whole catalogue of rapine and iniquity. 
It makes death a torture, and the eternity 
beyond the grave an infinite and intol- 
erable blackness and torment. But thanks 
be to God, Jesus was manifested—to de- 
stroy the works of the devil. And regard- 
less of how low down in sin one may be, 
there is power in the precious blood of 
Calvary to snap the fetters and set the 
captive free. For we are redeemed, not 
with silver nor with gold, but with the 
precious blood of Jesus Christ. 1 Pet. 1: 
18, 19. 

Let me illustrate. During the slavery 
days of the Southern States, a most touch- 
ing incident occurred. A young negress 
was being auctioned off one day, when a 
man with a harsh, shrill voice entered a 
high bid. She trembled, for she knew by 
the sound of his voice that he was a hard 
taskmaster. Then a younger plantation 
owner entered a higher bid. There was a 
note in the second bidder’s voice, that in- 
dicated kindness. But the first bidder en- 
tered a higher bid, and so the bids went 
higher and higher till the first bidder’s 
was at the top of the list. 

The auctioneer was ready to close the 
sale, when the second bidder entered a 
far greater one. No one else dared to bid 
further. With mallet raised, the auction- 
eer said, “Are you all done? Last chance? 
Sold to the last bidder.” 

After the transaction was completed, 
both the young man and his newly-pur-

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The Father of A great deal has been said and much more 
His Country could be said about this great man, but space 

will not permit extensive eulogy, and perhaps 
it is not necessary that much should be said for everybody knows 
of George Washington as a great leader among men and as the 
father of our country. It has been said that when the news of 
his death reached Europe mourning became almost as wide- 
spread as it had been in America. The armies of Bonaparte and 
the fleet of Great Britain did homage to 
his memory. It was admitted in all of the 
major countries of the earth that a 
statesman of the highest rank and a great 
friend of mankind was lost to the world. 
He was eulogized because of his diplo- 
macy, because of his ability as a general, 
and because of his kindness which en- 
deared him to the hearts of all of his fel- 
low men; so, “First in war, first in peace, 
first in the hearts of his countrymen” 
might have had a much wider meaning 
than its authors ever intended that it 
should have. 

While a great many have written of 
this great man, practically all have paid 
tribute to his unselfish devotion to duty, 
especially the cause of independence; to 
his courage and his sublime hopefulness, 
even under defeat. But one of the things 
which is perhaps the most outstanding 
was his abiding faith in God and his ab- 
solute integrity and purity of motive. 
When these things are considered, per- 
haps there is no other character which 
may be placed higher among the heroes of history than he. 
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We have been told that Washington never undertook any 
major undertaking without first calling upon the almighty God 
in whom he trusted, asking that He would guide him in his 
decision and then assist him in that which he was about to do. 
It is indeed greatly consoling to know that we have leaders 
at the head of the nation who can still remember that God is 
on the throne, that our God is a God who can help in the time 
of trouble, and that He will help when we trust in Him. Any 
nation is far better off with leaders who acknowledge and put 
their trust in God. May the leaders of our great republic ever 
remember the Lord whose love and mercy brought us to this 


country.

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National All over the country, great throngs of boys in 
Scout Week khaki have beef seen on the streets or in the 

schools, wearing their uniform. to ‘designate 
that the week of February 7-13 is National Scout Week. The 
ideas of how much good is done by this organization may be 
varied in the minds of our various readers, but it must be 
realized that from a standpoint of physical, mental, and moral 
training the organization is doing a great work. The scout pledge 
as taken by all of the members of the Boy Scouts is in part as 
follows: “To keep myself physically strong, mentally awake, 
and morally straight.” 


If the coming generation is to be what it should be from a 
standpoint of physical strength, then it is nothing but reason- 
able that they should have physical training. If our nation is 
to be in the strong position of making right decisions and able 
to carry on in the commercial world and the diplomatic world, 
our youth should have mental training. And in a day when 
lawlessness and banditry have their schools open for our youth 
constantly, there is perhaps only one thing more important than 
that our youth have the proper moral training. The Boy Scouts, 
therefore, are to be commended for the position that they oc- 
cupy in these fields. 


But, there is one thing that is sadly lacking and this is that 
which should be applied by an organization whose duty it is to 
make the world not only physically strong, mentally awake, 
and morally straight, but also to make it spiritually strong. 
Why should the Church of God not have an organization among 
its boys of a similar nature, with each pastor of a church, or 
someone whom he should designate as a scout leader, to give 
the boys of his congregation physical training, mental training, 
and moral training, coupled with that which is of utmost im- 
portance, especially in these days, a spir- 
itual training, which would give them a 
balanced life and enable them to cope 
with every situation which confronts 
them. It must be acknowledged that 
youth training is one of the things where 
the Church is short, but there is no rea- 
son why the Church should fail in its 
obligation on this line. Let us be wide 
awake and discharge our duty in behalf 
of the boys, in helping to satisfy and de- 
velop their physical, mental, moral and 


spiritual life.

Jews Continue Work The preparation 
in Palestine for the Jews to 
return to Palestine continues. An article 
in the Pathfinder for February 8, under 
the head of “Palestine Appeal,” reads as 
follows: “Of the world’s population of 
15,700,000 Jews, scarcely more than half 
a million live in Palestine; but for Jews 
and Christians alike, the Jewish homeland 
has become a prime bastion of democracy, 
both as a haven for Jews persecuted in other lands and as a 
bulwark of British defense. For this reason the United Palestine 
Appeal has just launched a $12,000,000 war emergency cam- 
paign, the greatest drive for Palestine ever made in the United 
States. The action was taken at the U. P. A’s National Confer- 
ence in Washington which was attended by 1,600 delegates 
from forty-four states. The fund is needed to reclaim the land 
for the 280,000 refugees who have flocked to the sanctuary dur- 
ing the past eight years. In addition, a part of the money will 
be spent to improve Palestine armaments, thus easing the British 
defense problem.” Thus the work of reclaiming Palestine con- 
tinues, assuring us that Bible prophecy concerning the return 
of the Jews not only will be but is being fulfilled. 
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What Will Ye See in the Shulamite? 


Return, return, O Shulamite; return, 
return, that we may look upon thee. 
WHAT WILL YE SEE IN THE SHU- 
LAMITE? As it were the company of 
two armies.” Cant. 6:13. 


It is said, “Truth challenges our admir- 
ation.” The middle clause of the above 
text is precisely an express challenge. Cer- 
tain critics maintain that this short book 
of THE BOOK is to be regarded as an ab- 
stract, or a sophistical and complex enig- 
ma. And have advanced the idea, or rec- 
ommendation, that it should be excluded 
from the recognized canon of Holy Scrip- 
tures; but in our estimation the reasons 
they present are fallacious, and should be 
pre-emptorily dismissed without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. We are persuaded that 
for one to construe the truth so beautiful- 
ly presented in the S. of Solomon as the 
“ramblings of a mind sex crazy,” would 
in itself be the promptings of a “pervert” 
mind and a will bent to distortion of the 
WHOLE TRUTH. “Unto the pure all 
things are pure: but unto them that are 
defiled and unbelieving is nothing pure; 
but even their mind and conscience is de- 


filed.” Tit. 2:15. So much for that. 


We believe the book to be an integral 
part of the inspired Bible. Furthermore, 
that inspiration does not ask a question, 
such as is presented in our text, and trust 
the answer to the capricious imagination 
of man. With this assurance we conclude 
that there must always be an answer in- 
serted somewhere within the confines of 
the Bible for our convenience. To ascer- 
tain this fact we begin a careful search 
to “rightly divide the word of truth” 
relative to the subject in hand. They who 
are anointed with the Holy Ghost have an 
“heavenly unction” and are not depend- 
ent on the vain imagination of man, and 
not necessarily obligated to accept the 
teaching of men as expressing a final de- 
termination; but are confident that God 
has incorporated a WHOLE TRUTH in 
the body of Holy Scriptures, comprising 
what appears to be, at times, the negative 
and affirmative, but only so as to arouse 
or challenge the student to a more dili- 
gent search for the testimony of Christ, 
its central theme. With God there is no 
YEA and NAY. Paul says, “ .. . the 
Son of God, Jesus Christ, who was 
preached among you by us . . . was not 
yea and nay, but in him was YEA. For all 
the promises of God in him are yea, and 
in Him AMEN (conclusive), unto the 
glory of God by us.” (2 Cor. 1:19-20.) 

With this happy verdict we return to a 
consideration of the text. First, we look 
for an answer to the question in these 
words immediately following the question, 
“as it were the company of TWO ar- 
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mies.” After some analysis of this clause 
we conclude that should someone “look 
upon” another, as the bridegroom de- 
sired to “look upon” the Shulamite, and 
steadfastly declare they saw, “as it were 
TWO,” there would of necessity be a 
reason, and an explanation forthcoming. 
With God there would always be a 
plausible reason, and to this understand- 
ing we bend our efforts. However, this 
assertion does not necessarily imply that 
the “company of two armies” are ab- 
solutely identical in appearance. And the 
language of the clause is so spontaneous 
that to my mind it suggests that it was 
deliberate and intentional on the part of 
the bridegroom that he see in the Shula- 
mite, “as it were the company of TWO 
armies.” Why? There are several ap- 
proaches we may take to a reasonable 
conclusion as to why he would want to 
see “TWO ARMIES” in her after his 
exquisite delight in her person as a thing 
of excellence and superb beauty, and 
her manifest exultation as she speaks so 
tenderly, “I am my beloved’s, and my 
beloved is mine: he feedeth among the 
lilies.” Cant. 6:3. First, and perhaps less 
in importance, is that in two there is to 
be noted double strength. Secondly, is 
the numerical order to establish proper 
witness. Jesus said, “In the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every word shall 
be established.” Matt. 18:16. Again, 
“Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name there am I in the 
midst of them,” verse 20. 

Someone perhaps will say he saw two 
armies because the Jew and Gentile were 
now united in the “Shulamite.” (The 
word means peacefulness.) And it is 
true in the body of Christ (the Church), 
these two divergent elements are united. 
“He is our peace, who hath made both 
one, and hath broken down the middle 
wall of partition between us.” Eph. 2: 
14. But I am inclined to look further 
for the broadest definition. I believe that 
there is to be seen in the “Shulamite,” 
upon closer and more studied observa- 
tion, a LITERAL army comprising re- 
deemed mortals, fighting the “good 
fight of faith,” side by side, and shoulder 
to shoulder with the GREAT SPIRIT 
of God and the invisible company of 
angelic soldiers who follow His com- 
mand, and whereas, the command is 
ever “Forward march!” Continually the 
cry is heard from the one company, 
“COME!” and the other echo’s “COME!” 
calling for other volunteers to come and 
enlist in the animated and illuminated 
army of heaven’s King. So it is, “the 
Spirit and the bride say, Come... .” 


Rev. 22:17. Consequently, when the 
mighty King of kings and Lord of lords 
looks upon the “Shulamite” He sees an 
army with a TWOFOLD ASPECT. It is 
literal men endowed with the spirit of dis- 
position of angels, and graced with gifts 
from the spiritual realm. And it is here 
again we have “God manifest in the 
flesh,” and we see the true Israel of God, 
the Church of the living God, the con- 
quering Christian army, both literal and 
spiritual, Men, in the earthly house of - 
clay, good soldiers of Jesus Christ and 
fighters, not with carnal weapons, but 
ARMS SUPERIOR, “mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strongholds,” 
advancing on and over the gates (strong- 
holds) of hell the Ecclesia of God, called 
and chosen. With this vision we know 
that we “are not come unto the mount 


that might be touched... . But ye 
(we) are come unto mount Sion, 
and unto the city of the living God, 


the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an in- 
numerable company of angels, to the 
general assembly and church of the 
firstborn, which are written (enrolled) 
in heaven, and to God the judge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men made per- 
fect,” Heb. 12:18-23, to the new and liv- 
ing way. 


Here we see the Church of God mili- 
tant, marching on to an_ eventful tri- 
umph, because her identity is with the 
mighty warriors of the heavenly world 
before whom every foe will be van- 
quished, finally death. But do not mis- 
understand me, the SPIRITUAL func- 
tion is through the literal COMPACT 
body of mortals, and there is no other 
means of identifying the spiritual except 
by the manifest coordination of the group 
of physicals who have properly and fit- 
tingly expressed their faith and betrothal 
by covenant and organization, pledging 
adherence to the doctrine of the New Tes- 
tament, and allegiance to the demands of 
its government. This would enjoin rec- 
ognition of every jot and tittle of the 
new covenant.

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Letter From India 


Chengannur P. O., Travancore State, 
South India, January 10, 1941. 
Dear ones in the homeland: 

“O give thanks unto the Lord, for he 
is good; for his mercy endureth forever.” 

We praise the Lord for His faithfulness 
and goodness shown to us on our voyage 
of around 10,000 miles back to India. We 
had a good journey all the way—no bad 
storms nor heavy seas, nor seasickness. A 
week before we reached Manila they had 
a fearful typhoon there which pulled 
down trees. Boats were destroyed and a 
number of lives were lost. We got only 
the tail end of the storm. From San Fran- 
cisco we sailed directly to the Philippines 
via the Hawaiian Islands. Then to the 
Malay Peninsula, touching Singapore and 
Penang, and on to our destination, Co- 
lombo, Ceylon. When we entered the har- 
bor, January 6, we were surprised to see 
our son George in a little rowboat coming 
to welcome us—two natives were rowing 
the boat. My, that was joy unspeakable! 

From Colombo we took a train for 
Talaimannar—the northernmost point of 
Ceylon, from where we ferried twenty- 
two m.les over to India. Here the train 
awaited us on the pier which was built 
out on the sand bar. When we reached 
Madura, the main station in the Tamil 
field, dear Brother Benjamin and his wife, 
and a goodly number of the members of 
the Church greeted us at the station, even 
though it was raining. 

Along the route we were met at two 
different stations, though it was one 
o’clock in the morning, and there was 
rain. Our dear people were so glad to see 
us and some were even shedding tears of 
joy. At Kottarakara Railway Station, the 
end of our train journey, a goodly num- 
ber of the Church there and some from 
Chengannur, as well as Blossom, Brother 
and Sister Case, and a lawyer, teacher and 
merchant of the Syrian community living 
near us. This was about two o’clock in 
the morning. They told us there were 
more en route to welcome us, so they 
asked us to wait in Kottarakara till morn- 
ing. Of course, time went by very quick- 
ly because there was so much to say; so 
many questions to answer and _ other 
things to talk about. Two cars that came 
to the station were decorated with colored 
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paper for the occasion. 


At the break of day we started off and 
the first crowd we met was at Adur out- 
station. Among them were children who 
have lately received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost at Thatta out-station. In all 
eighteen have recently received the Holy 
Ghost at that station.

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journey, mingled with tears of joy, we 
moved on to Chengannur. Here too, we 
were met by a large crowd of people of 
the community. They had the Salvation 
Army band, consisting of drums and 
fifes. Chairs and a table were arranged 
and we were given a warm welcome by 
being garlanded with flowers and lemons. 
We gave a little speech and then came up 
to our mission house. As we came up the 
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hill near the house we drove through an 
arch made of ferns and other green leaves 
with the word “WELCOME” cut out of 
paper in large letters. We found that 
much improvement had been made to the 
roads and the house. As we stepped our 
feet on the front veranda, we paused to 
give God thanks with tears of joy flow- 
ing, thanking Him for the safe journey to 
the place we call home. Entering the 
house we were surprised to see so many 
improvements which the loving hearts 
and hands of Blossom, George and others 
had prepared for us, and which are very 
necessary for our comfort jn this trying 
climate. 

A big event of the day was a reception 
at four o’clock that afternoon, when the 
community of Hindus, Mohammedans 
and Christians gave us a formal welcome 
with a program of special music and 
speeches. Our Sunday School also took 
part, a speech in English being given by 
one of the young men of the Sunday 
School. They erected a large pandal (like 
a brush arbor) for this purpose. Here, 
too, we were garlanded and everyone ac- 
claimed Brother Cook as “Their Mr. 
Cook”—Hindus and Mohammedans in- 
cluded. A large number of our people 
came from far and near—even walking 
distances of thirty miles and more, to 
take part in this reception. We felt un- 
worthy of all the honor bestowed upon 
us. Brother Cook responded with a brief 
message from Romans 1:14, “I am debt- 
or both to the Greeks and to the barba- 
rians; both to the wise, and to the un- 
wise.” In this connection he said that 
he was a debtor to the people of this 
community and he was going to fulfil his 
obligations to them, as well as to the Brit- 
ish Government and to the Travancore 
Governments who have made our mis- 
sionary work a possibility with all neces- 
sary freedom and protection. 

We were glad to see the Cases looking 
well and happy and of course they were 
glad to get direct news from home. Syl- 
via Sue, their daughter, has grown to be 
such a big girl now, and talks Malayalam, 
the native language, more than she does 
English. It is nice to hear her sing songs 
in the language and speak just like a na- 
tive. We are also glad to know that Sister 
Case has lately passed her first examina-

of the New Boys’ Home and the beautiful 
buildings that are being constructed, 
without making a visit to them. The Lord 
has blessed us with wonderful building 
weather and the superintendent of con- 
struction has been taking advantage of 
the hours of sunshine and transforming 
them into a beacon light of Church of 
God benevolence in the form of a palatial 
and modern home for orphan boys. 


In the picture of the home, as it is here 
presented, one can only see the frame- 
work above the first floor. Underneath 
this is a full-size basement, nine feet in 
height, with twelve-foot brick walls. In 
one end of this basement will be a play- 
room for the large boys and at the other 
end one for the small boys.

Question: Please tell me if the scripture 
in Heb. 6:1-8 and Heb. 10:26, 27 means 
people who have received the full blessing 
and then turned back in sin and if they 
do so whether they have any more chance.

Answer: We have in the Question Box 
many questions on this particular scrip- 
ture, and some of them are from those 
who at one time had salvation but have 
fallen away and the enemy seems to be 
giving them quite a fight, telling them 
that there is no more chance for them be- 
cause they have backslidden. A compari- 
son of versions shows definitely that the 
first part of the 6th chapter of Hebrews 
is a solemn warning of the danger in fall- 
ing away after one has had an experience 
with God, though it must be realized that 
the picture drawn does not apply to all 
who have backslidden. The teaching in 
the first verse is that after having ac- 
cepted Christ we must pass on into the 
mature things of God, leaying the ele- 
mentary essentials behind so that we 
will not have to be continually repenting. 
In the 3rd verse, “And this will we do, if 
God permit.” Moffatt’s Translation, 
“With God’s permission we will take this 
step.” Just how far one may advance in 
spiritual things and then backslide with-

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out being eternally lost, is a question. It _ 


might be noted that there are many things 
recorded; namely, “once enlightened,” 
“tasted of the heavenly gift,” “made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost,” “tasted of the 
good word of God, and the powers of the 
world to come.” To fall away from such 
an experience as is described here is to 
crucify to oneself the Son of God afresh 
and put Him to an open shame. The 
teaching is plain that it is impossible to 
renew such a one to repentance. It is be- 
lieved by many that one in such a position 
would have no desire to return to God. 
Such is set forth in the 6th verse of Mof- 
fatt’s translation, “It is impossible to 
make them repent afresh since they cru- 
cify the Son of God in their own person 
and hold him up to obloquy.” The scrip- 
ture in Heb. 10:26, 27 is evidently a 
parallel of that given in Heb. 6:1-8. As 
long, however, as there is a desire in the 
individual who has backslidden, to get 
back to God, he should not allow any- 
thing to mar his faith in God’s mercy but 
should turn unto God i nas much as lieth 
in him. The 7th and 8th verses of He- 
brews 6 give the picture that should 
show all men their responsibility of serv- 
ice to God in response to His love and 
mercy to them. “For the earth which 
drinketh in the rain that cometh oft upon 
it, that bringeth forth herbs meet for 
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them by whom it is dressed, receiveth 
blessing from God: But that which bear- 
eth thorns and briers is rejected, and is 
nigh unto cursing; whose end is to be 
burned.” Since the Lord sends the rain 
(blessings) upon us we should show our 
appreciation by living for Him, bringing 
fruit unto righteousness. 

Question: When will our change come 
from mortality to immortality, for both 
the dead and living? I would like to have 
the teaching of the Church on this, if 
they have any.—H. B. S. 


Answer: The teaching of the Church 
of God on this particular subject is found 
in the 1940 Minutes, page 138, under the 
caption “Church of God Teachings,” par- 
agraph 18: “Premillennial second coming 
of Jesus, -First, to resurrect the dead 
saints and to catch away the living saints 
to meet Him in the air. Matt. 24:27, 28; 
1 Cor. 15:52; 1 Thess. 4:15-17.” The 
two outstanding scriptures on this par- 
ticular subject are the last two men- 
tioned. We read from 1 Cor. 15:51-53, 
“Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall be changed, in 
a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. For 
this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality.” The statements concerning both 
those who have gone on and those who are 
living is very plain. Note, “the dead shall 
be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed.” Then in verse 53, this cor- 
ruptible puts on incorruption, and this 
mortal puts on immortality. This takes 
place at the time that Jesus comes to 
rapture the saints, or to catch away His 
Church. The scripture in 1 Thess. 4:15- 
17 is just as plain and is a parallel scrip- 
ture to the one just quoted, thus we have 
it, ‘‘and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” Thus the resurrection of the dead 
and the change of those who are alive in 
Christ is made; one is changed from cor- 
ruption to incorruption and the other 
from mortality to immortality and both 
groups rise together to meet the Lord. It 
is after the tribulation period that Christ 
comes back to reign on earth a thousand 
years. See 2 Thess. 1:7-10; Jude 14, 15; 
Rev. 5:10; 19:11, 21; 20:4-6. 

Question: Which day of the week is 
the Sabbath day?—E. L. C. 


Answer: The word “sabbath” literally 
means “repose; cessation from exertion or 
work,” therefore the Sabbath day is that 
day upon which man rests or ceases from

Prayer is an invisible dynamo. A young 
negro candidate for the ministry was told 
by the examining board, “Nigger, git 
your knees acquainted wid de ground.” 
The reason some folks’ pastor preaches so 
long is because they pray so short. 

To begin a day without prayer is to be- 
gin it wrong. 

Prayer is refilling (or refueling). Sup- 
pose the locomotive engineer were to 
say, “I am running so good now I won’t 
stop for the water tower or the coal 
chute.” Sometimes it may be wise to stop 
shouting in order to pray (refuel). Stop 
and pray, there is a hill ahead. 

A good prayer can make a poor man 
rich, Jacob (a greedy rascal), after a 
real prayer, insisted on Esau taking an of- 
fering (not Fido’s collection). Jacob says, 
“Take it, I have enough.” Some folks 
should pray before the plate reaches them. 

A sinking time is a praying time. Peter 
never prayed ahead of his adventure to 
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walk the water. But in trouble he cried 
for deliverance. And God wants us to call 
for help. Psalms 50:15. Some say, “Prac- 
tice what you preach,” but I say, “Prac- 
tice what you pray.” If you pray for any- 
thing, then live toward it. If you pray 
for the fire not to burn your hand, then 
keep your hand out of the fire. Why pray, 
“Lord, lead me not into temptation,” then 
be as stubborn as a mule. 

A man on his dying bed once said, “I 
can’t make a very smooth prayer but Je- 
sus hears me.” If we tell the Lord our 
troubles, we can tell others our joys. 

“Anon they tell him.” 

A very unhappy old man suddenly be- 
gan shouting. When pressed for a reason 
he said, “I just got the answer to forty 
years’ praying all in one lump.” 

So, pray on, brother; pray.
